America’s Fourth of July acci- 
dent fatalities soared to 437 to- 
night (Monday) as the 161st In- 
dependence Day anniversary cele- 
bration drew to a close. However, 
only two of the deaths were di- 
rectly attributed to fireworks. The 
day’s toll surpassed that of last 
year of 91. 

Traffic accidents took the high- 
est toll, 46 states reporting 247 
deaths—47 more than were killed 
in highway accidents during the 
corresponding period last year. 

104 Are Drowned. 

Drowning fatalities climbed to 

104, surpassing all other records 


in the past eight years with the| 


exception of 1931 when 181 were 
drowned.

NOTED PrYSICIAN, 
CLAIMED BY DEATH 


Series of Heart Attacks 
Ends Distinguished Life- 
time of Service Given 
by Native of Atlanta, 70. 


Dr. Dunbar Roy, prominent At- 
lanta physician, died at 6 o’clock 
last night at a downtown hotel, 
following a six-week’s siege of in- 
termittent heart attacks, Dr. Roy 
was 70 years old. 

He was first pronounced in dan- 
ger last week and had been “low” 
ever since, doctors said. His con- 
dition grew out of infantile pa- 


ralysis, following a series of heart 
attacks, it was disclosed. 


Funeral services have been an- 
nounced for 5 o’clock this after- 


noon at Spring Hill. 


Dr. Roy practiced in Atlanta as 


‘an eye, ear, and nose specialist, 


and was professor of otolaryn- 
gology at Emory University before 
his resignation in 1924 because of 
his health, He was then made pro- 
fessor emeritus.

U. S. Clipper En Route 
to Ireland, British Boat

NEW YORK, (Tuesday) July 6. 
(UP) — Two commercial flying 
boats were believed to have pass- 
ed each other late last night on 
trail-blazing flights across the At- 
lantic preliminary to regular pas- 
senger service between the United 
States and Europe. 

The Pan American Clipper III 
and the British imperial flying 
‘boat Caledonia were estimated by 
officials of Pan American Airways 
‘to have passed each other at 11 
'p. m. (10 p. m., Atlanta time) on 
their 1,994-mile flights to the two 
continents. 

The American ship was en route 
from Botwood Harbor, Newfound- 
land, for Foynes, Ireland, and the 
Caledonia was flying from the lat-

Pan American reported at the 
time the ships passed each other 
the Caledonia was 1,043 miles out 
from Ireland and the Clipper III 
952 miles out from Botwood. The 
American ship was 67 miles north 
ot the British boat. 

The Clipper III was flying at an 
altitude of 11,000 feet and was 
maintaining a speed of approxi- 


mately 155 miles per hour. The 
British ship was at a lower alti- 
tude and was making 135 miles an 
hour.

Psychiatrists Called To 
Forestall Insanity Plea 
by WPA Worker. 


LOS ANGELES, July 5.—(UP) 
The state tonight marshalled a 
corps of psychiatrists who doom- 
ed Robert S. James, “Rattlesnake” 
wife-killer, to the gallows, to 
forestall an insanity defense by 
Albert Dyer, shrivelled, 32-year- 
old WPA worker who confessed 
strangling three tiny girls on 
Baldwin Hills last Saturday. 


The slender killer, trapped by 
morbid curiosity when he attend- 
ed the funeral of his victims, was 
held under guard in the skyscrap- 
er jail at the city hall after he 
babbled a complete confession. 

Detective Leroy Sanderson, 
credited with tracing the crime to 
Dyer, said reports of a search for 
a second man in the case—an 
“amateur investigator” — were 
without significance. 

“There is only one man in this 
case,” he said. “And Dyer is the 
man.”

MOUNT MARION, N. Y., July 
5.—(4)—President Roosevelt in an 
impromptu speech in this little 
Dutch village today contrasted the 


American form of government 
with dictatorships and assured the 
“newer generation” this country 
would keep its “feet on the 
ground” in meeting new condi- 
tions. 

Speaking at an outdoor fund- 
raising festival of the Dutch Re- 
formed church, the President also 
told his shirt-sleeved audience of 
several thousand it had been a 
“good Fourth” and he wished the 
United States could pass on some 
of its “poise” and “fundamentals” 
of democracy to other nations of 
dictatorial and militaristic tenden- 
cies. 

It was a real picnic for the 
President, who motored the 25 
miles here from Hyde Park, cross- 
ing the Hudson river at Rhinecliff. 
He stayed only about 15 minutes 
and then drove down the west 
shore through crowded holiday 
traffic and crossed the bridge at 
Poughkeepsie. 

Leaves for Capital. 

He left late tonight for Wash- 
ington, having spent five days at 
his Dutchess county estate on the 
Eastern Shore. 

Sitting on the top of the ton- 
neau of his large open car parked 
beside the little white framed 
church and a flag decorated plat- 
form, the President spoke through 
a microphone he held in his hand. 

He referred to the complexities 
of government today as greater 
than those of the pioneer days, 
adding: 

“T hope the new generation, just 
like the older generation, will real- 
ize that in meeting these new con- 
ditions we are not changing the 
fundamentals of the American 
form of government.

Fastest Navy Vessels on Way.

HIGH’S “LETTER OF CREDIT” GIVES YOU FIVE MONTHS TO PAY 
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TIME FOR LEVEL-HEADEDNESS 


“Byeryone is mad or scared or both,” Ray- 
mond Clapper, Washington correspondent, 
comments in a recent column. Tr.js state of 
mind is characteristic not only of the United 
States. Abroad, important persons are talking 
the same sort of hysterical patter. Bernard 
Shaw wants to lynch congress, and Stanley 
Baldwin is all for hewing down British ex- 
tremists. The whole world has the jitters. 

This condition is hard on democracy, Mr. 
Clapper observes. He might have gone further 
and said that it is particularly hard on 
democracy seeking a just ac ommodation in the 
field of labor disputes. So long as Mr. Girdler 
calls Mr. Lewis a Communistic terrorist and Mr, 
Lewis refers to Mr Girdler as a “heavily armed 
monomaniac who has gone berserk,’ we are 
likely to have more terrorism and monomania 
than we can stomach, 

If it’s the heat wave that has made so many 
mersons eager for a short cut to the achieve- 
ment of personal and partisan desire, the time 
has surely come for a supreme effort in every 
quarter to attain the mental poise and 
spiritual calm offsetting encroachments of the 
weather. Indeed, whatever the thermometer 
may record, that hour has struck, if we are to 
have a competent, satisfying treatment of the 
crucial issues now facing America and the 
world. 

The President cries a plague upon both Lit- 
tle Steel and CIO. Out of patience with the 
wilfulness of these opponents, Mr. Roosevelt 
registers his disgust and in so doing speaks for 
millions of Americens similarly moved. 

What is needed is reasonableness and effi- 
cient machinery for dealing with problems. 
This need ig illustrated in the settlement which 
Governor Townsend, of Indiana, has _ Just 
worked out between Inland Steel and the 
SWOC. He has struck upon a formula which 
might have been acceptable long ago. More 
imagination and ingenuity on the part of 
peacemakers to begin with might have molded 
truculence and obstinacy into a spirit of com- 
promise. 

As matters stand now, the CIO has had a 
serious rebuff in its campaign against Little 
S:eel. What caused it to launch so rash a ven- 
ture will perhaps never be kown. Whether it 
was some underling who committed Mr. Lewis 
tv so yerilous an enterprise, or he .'mself con- 
ceived and planned it, is at present only the 
stuff of speculation. But that the CIO has 
experienced a setback, a serious setback, is be- 
yond rational dispute. The fact that Mr. Lewis 
has called a conference of leading supporters 
in Washington this week has its own signifi- 
cance. 

If this gathering should result in nothing 
more than a decision to fight along the same 
lines if it takes all summer, Mr. Lewis will 
have made what may prove a fatal mistake. 
For it will take more than the summer, it will 
take more strength than the CIO can muster, 
to make a success of such an undertaking. It 
would be monomania to persist in tactics that 
have so obviously antagonized public opinion. 

But the burden of shaping better labor re- 
lations does not rest exclusively upon the CIO. 
Mr. Girdler and his fellow bitter-enders have 
for the nonce the backing of an aroused public 
sentiment. The great middle class of Ameri- 
cans has risen to his rescue, but not because 
it has a particularly good opinion of his atti- 
tude. For the time being, he is the beneficiary 
of this revolt against ruthlessness as manifested 
by labor. But he can quickly undo himself by 
continuing to be high-handed and autocratic. 
He too will have to change his walk and con- 
duct. 

But even if Messrs. Lewis and Girdler show 
a hitherto invisible humility, the fact remains 
that there is a great deal for the federal gov- 
ernment to do. The state of Michigan is about 
to put in operation a labor relations law which 
offers most of the benefits to labor of the 
Wagner act but goes beyond that point to give 
the employer and the unorganized worker a 
place in the sun. If such a proposal could be 
enacted in Michigan, congress should take a 
tip from Lansing and improve the national 
technique in the same behalf. 

We have had enough of mass picketing and 
of other forms of violence in connection with 
labor’s resort to economic force. We have had 
enough of the assumption in both camps that 
the public has no stake in their quarrels. We 
have had enough of the bulldozing in which 
both labor and capital indulge. The nation 1s 
justified in demanding a new deal on the in- 
dustrial front. 

It will have to be a deal in which might is 
not the equivalent of right, a deal emphasizing 
democracy in industry, but not to the extent of 
Visiting injustice upon employers or confusion 
upon the country, a deal in which colliding in- 
terests are made subject to vigilant law, a deal 
which for human reasons gives the worker a 
progressively larger function and reward, but 
fox democratic reasons insists that the well- 


being of the people as a whole must not be 
forgotten or injured, 

There is no royal road to industrial peace, 
but we can at least make ready for a better 
day in this respect by calling for reasonable- 
ness from both worker and employer and for 
understanding and level-headedness from the 
rest of us. 

There is no occasion to be mad or scared. 
There is every occasion to exhibit the decency 
and common sense which are supposed to have 
lifted the human being above the level of the 
ape. 


ESSENTIALS OF EDUCATION 

The statement by J. E. McDaniel, director of 
co-operative courses at Georgia Tech, that 
graduates of this classification stand better 
chance of securing employment, at higher sal- 
aries, after their training period ends than do 
the regular graduates, points to a practice 
which is becoming more common in the pro- 
fessions and industry every year. 

This is the practice of requiring a certain 
amount of practical working experience as a 
direct, or associated, part of higher education. 

It is recognized today that the training of 
the classroom, no matter how complete and ex- 
cellent it may be, is necessarily deficient in the 
experience that can be acquired only in the 
workshop, the office or the field. The student 
may know all there is to know of book educa- 
tion, but until he has attempted to put that 
training in practice under actual conditions of 
day-to-day work, he is an unknown quantity 
in so far as value to an employer is concerned. 

In addition to the technical experience to 
be acquired, there is a form of “hardening” that 
can only be secured by genuine work for a pay 
check. It is an acclimatization to daily condi- 
tions that must be achieved before the neo- 
phyte can hope to stand on his own feet in 
the workaday world. 

In many industrial and professional organi- 
zations today opportunity is provided for the 


- new graduate to secure this vital experience by 


periods of probationary employment which are 
actually an extension of the training begun in 
his college years. The abilities of the indi- 
vidual are thus discovered and adjustment to 
the job he is naturally fitted to fill is made at 
the threshold of his life career, thus averting 
many disappointments and discouragements of 
later life. 

The “co-op” student gains this practical ex- 
perience during his college years, instead of 
afterwards. By a “stagger” system, two co-op 
students alternate between the classroom and 
a job, which they hold jointly. While it re- 
quires longer to complete the requisite course 
for graduation, it is probable that, in the long 
run, the “co-op” student, by gaining his work- 
ing experience while studying, loses no time in 
gaining his objective of a higher salaried post 
in his chosen field. He likewise is better able 
to understand the textbooks of the classroom 
because he is able to link their teachings with 
the practical work with which he is thoroughly 
familiar. 


THE SAFEST PLACE IN FUTURE WARS 

If the experience of Bilbao is reliable indi- 
cation, the safest place to be in future wars 
will be with the army in the front line of battle. 
Statistics compiled by neutral observers during 
the siege and conquest of the Basque city show 
that, while the combined death lists for both 
the Insurgent and Loyalist armies during the 
struggle at Bilbao total only 6,500, the number 
of noncombatants—men, women and children 
—who were slaughtered in the city streets was 
8,419. Most of these civilians were killed, it is 
Stated, as they fled from their homes seeking 
refuge from the bombings and machine gun 
attacks of enemy planes. 

War thus becomes not a conflict of armed 
men, but a slaughter of the innocents in their 
homes. Man’s modern death-dealing devices 
are aimed, not-at the army in the field, but at 
the little children and the mothers helpless in 
outraged sanctity of shell-torn homes.

eae uly 5.—My intro- 
Beginning = duction to this Ok- 
lahoma came to me as a very small 
boy in the midst of a depression 
so severe as to make the late un- 
pleasantness seem like a brewers’ 
picnic. I was in the race that 
opened part of it. 

Tens of thousands of busted 
families, victims of the great 
slump of the early 1890's, were 
lined up like race horses at a bar- 
rier, along a large part of the 
South Kansas line in the early au- 
tumn. At high noon the starting 
pistols cracked and they were off 
to the greatest race for the great- 
est stakes in the world. Every 
known form of conveyance was 
used from race horses to cow- 
ponies, from trotting sulkies to 
four-line teams, from _ shanks’ 
mare to railroad trains—and one 
man drove an ostrich. The first 
person to reach and stake any par- 
ticular quartersection was to own 


They flooded over it in a thun- 
dering cloud of dust like the great- 
est cavalry charge in history. Aft- 
er the quarrels and killings of the 
first days of dispute, they dug if 
—each man on his own plot, a hu- 
man prairie-dog town. A province 
had been populated by the desti- 
tute overnight. 


There was almost no money. 
They were on the verge of win- 
ter. The land could produce 
nothing for almost a year. Some- 
how they survived. They dug 
holes or built sod huts to live in. 
They trapped or killed rabbits -and 
quail, poached on government 
timber, got a little credit and 
pulled through. Within three 
years it was a fairly prosperous 
community. 


Old Indian That was the 
Tonel western part of the 

erritory state—old Okla- 
homa, The story of the eastern 
part—old Indian territory—is dif- 
ferent. The writer also saw the 
beginning of that. Here civiliza- 
tion didn’t race in like a flood on 
a single day. It slowly seeped in 
as white men bought individual 
Indian allotments. When my fa- 
ther first settled in the capital of 
the Creek nation, it was just a 
jumble of Indian huts. Sapulpa 
was a box-car and Tulsa a trad- 
ing station. 


Regardless of the difference in 
beginning of the two halves of 
Oklahoma, the outcome is the 
same. On any comparison, it 
stands farther ahead in improve- 
ment than other states which have 
been at the job much longer. It 
is in the upper fourth among 
American commonwealths. Today 
my 82-year-old mother who pio- 
neered it all, driving through it, 
sighed, “I never saw the world so 
beautiful.” The season is fair. Its 
depression is over. It is in robust 
health. 

The point of all this is, no 
“economic planning” or PWA, 
WPA, NRA, AAA, HOLC, RA, 
SSA, NYA, FDIC, or RFC, had 
anything to do with the making of 
this state out of nothing by de- 
pression-busted people. The only 
alphabet they had was guts and

Courtney Ryley Cooper has earned a national reputation as an 
honest reporter. Any statement of fact made by him is commone 
ly accepted without argument. 

In his book, “Here’s to Crime,” he retells the story of Al Ca- 
pone and adds a bit of information that either libels or shames 
the nation. 

The federal government sent Capone to prison for his failure to 
pay income tax on the sum of $1,055,365.07, which he collected 
over a period of six years. But this was Capone’s “take” from one 
gambling house and one race track, and he had many other rackets 
that paid more. It isn’t probable that government operatives 
found 1 per cent of his income. 

Capone felt safe, for he had bribed everybody who seemed to 
need it. In the government’s files are the records of his purchases, 
including state legislators, congressmen, police captains, prosecut- 
ing attorneys, municipal and state judges and a host of smaller fry, 
all bought and paid for at their own price. 

Capone lived high. His grocery bill was $1,000 a month. He 
bought $135 suits in lots of 20, for himself and his favorites as 
well. There was no law in his town except his will, and men of 
all classes competed for his favor. 

His final downfall, as Cooper tells it, was brought about by 
President Hoover. 

The usual story, not repeated by Cooper, is that Mr. Hoover 
was enraged by a noisy and impudent Capone party that disturbed 
his sleep. Whatever the explanation, he ordered federal sleuths 
to get Capone and they got him. Just like that. 

Why, then, do other racketeers flourish? 

Cooper says that any town where slot machines, horse joints and 
gambling rackets flourish has a crook to give them protection—a 
crooked district attorney or mayor or police head or sheriff. That 
conclusion is obvious, of course, for flagrant lawbreaking isn’t ig- 
nored by the police unless somebody higher up so orders. 

And since these things do flourish in many cities, it is obvious 
that racketeers still do business in the old Capone way. 

How, then, do you explain the fact that Capone was caught while 
the others are not? 

If one can be trapped whenever a president gives the command

Roper Asks Guards Against 
Misguided Labor Leaders, 
Selfish Industrialists.

WASHINGTON, July 5.—(?)— 


Secretary of Commerce Roper 
asked tonight workers be protect- 
ed from exploitation both by 
“misguided labor spokesmen and 
by selfish leaders of industry.” 

Following up President Roose- 
velt’s recent expression of opinion 
that the public is impatient with 
extremists on both sides of the in- 
dustrial strife, Roper added: 

“Labor has achieved great pow- 
er for good. In doing SO, it has 
necessarily been placed in a cor- 
responding position of responsi- 
bility. 

“It should dévelop a_ policy 
which will safeguard the con- 
tinued faith of all citizens. 

“The employer is not alone an 
employer and the employe is not 
alone an employe. They are first 
of all American citizens.” 

The cabinet member hinted of 
amendments to the Wagner labor 
relatidbns act to satisfy employers 
who think it one-sided. 

“When fair administration re- 
veals defects or inadequacies in 
statutory requirements, then 
prompt correction shoyld be made 
in the interest of all.” 


EMPLOYES HUMAN, 
IVA CHIEF CAUTIONS 


Men and Women Do Not 
Work for Bread Alone, 
Lilienthal Says. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 
5.—(#)—David_ E. Lilenthal, a 
Tennessee Valley Authority direc- 
tor, told employes in an Independ- 
ence Day address at Chickamauga 
dam today that employes “are hu- 
man beings, different, thank God, 
from machines, ” and warned that 
any “political. or public leader 
who forgets that for one minute 
is headed for trouble.” 

The celebration was sponsored 
jointly by the Authority and the 
Chattanooga Building Trades 
Council. 

“I have long thought,” he said, 

“one of the great difficulties in re- 

lations between management and 
workmen in large enterprises has 
been that management has com- 
pletely lost contact with the hu- 
man beings who really make the 
machine go. 

“That is by no means:‘a matter 
of choice. It takes a special effort 
on the part of management and 
supervisors to maintain a human 
contact, to know what the men 
working under their direction 
think and how they feel about 
things. Different, fortunately. Men 
and women do not live and work 
for bread alone, and any indus- 
trial or labor leader or public 
leader who forgets that is heading 
for trouble.”

COURT BILL FIGHT 
MAY START TODAY 


Administration Leaders and 
Opponents All Set for 
‘*the Great Debate.’ 


WASHINGTON, July 5.—(®)— 


ton has waited through five event- 
ful months, ‘the senate fight over 
the administration’s court reor- 
ganization proposals, is expected 
to begin officially tomorrow. 

Billed as “the great debate,” as 
“the parliamentary battle of the 
decade,” it will start with a mo- 
tion that the senate take up the 
Roosevelt bill calling for the im- 
mediate appointment of five new 
Justices to the supreme court. 

Administration men, who have 
abandoned all hope for this orig- 
inal measure, will immediately 
submit a compromise as a substi- 
tute. 

Although these maneuvers are 
but routine formalities, scheduled 
for late in the day, the field mar- 
shals of each side arranged to 
have their forces in full attend- 
ance, just in case the other should 
try some surprise tactics. 

Opposition chieftains who have 
expressed as much hostility to the 
compromise as to the original bill, 
had their arrangements all made 
for a last-ditch fight, including a 
division of their forces into 


and night filibuster going indefi- 
nitely. 
54 Votes Claimed. for Bill. 

The administration, confidently 
claiming 54 senate votes, a ma- 
jority of six, purposed to sit it 
out, allow two to three weeks for 
“legitimate debate,” and then, if 
the filibuster develops, adopt such 
tactics as the situation seems to 
dictate. 

The original bill, introduced on 
February 5, proposed that for ev- 
ery member of the supreme court 
past 70 years of age, an additional 
member be appointed. 

The compromise substitute pro- 
poses that for every member 
above 75, there be an additional 
appointment, but with the proviso 
that not more than one such ad- 
ditional appointment be made in 
any one year. 

It is a combination of the com- 
promise suggestions made months 
ago by Senator Logan, Democrat, 
Kentucky, and Senator Hatch, 
Democrat, New Mexico, worked 
out in consultation with the Jus- 
tice Department. Logan was a 
supporter, Hatch an opponent of 
the original bill. 

Strictly Democratic Fight. 

As the senate battle lines are 
drawn, the contest will be one be- 
tween two factions of the Demo- 
cratic party. The Republican 
leadership, happily watching the 
Democrats fight each other, intend 
to keep on the sidelines. 

Thus, the opposition leadership 
will devolve as it has in the past 
upon Senator Wheeler, liberal 
Democrat from Montana and Sen- 
ator Burke, conservative Demo- 
crat from Nebraska, both re- 
sourceful parliamentarians and 
potent orators. 

For the administration, Senator 
Logan will assume the leadership, 
backed by the driving energy of 
Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
majority leader and skilled. strat- 
egist, who has been steering New 
Deal bills through the senate since 
the New Deal began. 

In practical application, the 
compromise would permit Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to make two ap- 
pointments to the court almost im- 
mediately—one under the bill and 
a second to fill the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Associate 
Justice Van Devanter.

NEW YORK, July 5.—(#)—The 
man who defied his church supe- 
riors to give the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor a clerical wedding ar- 
rived here today “to tell Ameri- 
cans how to be good Christians.” 

When he finally was settled in 
his Fifth avenue hotel, Robert An- 
derson Jardine made it clear his 
little parish in Yorkshire was too 
small for him even before he in- 
curred the wrath of the church.

CLEVELAND MILLS 
WILL OPEN TODAY 


‘Armed Troops Assemble To 


Guard Four Plants of Re- 
public Company. 


By the Associated Press. 

A surprise movement of state 
troops into Akron, Ohio—a rubber 
rather than a steelmaking center 
—added a note of mystery and 
some apprehension to the steel 
strike situation last night. 

Troops also were moved into 
Cleveland where Republic Steel 
Corporation is opening four plants 
today. Strikers held a rally last 
night, with about 1,500 men and 
500 women attending, according 
to police estimates. The four 
plants employ about 6,650 work- 
ers. 

City officials of Akron, as well 
as guard officers, expressed them- 
selves ignorant of the reason for 
sending troops there. The CIO 
union at Akron claims 12,000 
members, but there is at present 
no labor-employer trouble there. 

All the plants at Cleveland are 
owned by Republic Steel Corpora- 
tion. Gates will be thrown open 
at 7 a.m. Normally the miils em- 
ploy 6,650 workers. 

Resumption of work here will 
leave only two plants of the 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube Com- 
pany, in the Chicago area idle, in 
the long list of mills where walk- 
outs were called May 26 by the 
aa workers organizing commit- 
ee, 

Johnstown, Pa., where the Cam- 
bria works of Bethlehem were 
strikebound, was quiet. Workers 
have been on a three-day holiday. 
Mill gates will be opéned today 
for “normal operations,” company 
officials said. 

Some apprehension was felt in 
Warren, Ohio, over a_ scheduled 
reopening of the hot mills of the 
Warren plant of Republic Steel. 
Chief of Police Barney Gillen said 
he heard rumors of heavy picket- 
ing and national guard and city 
officials made plans to provide 
additional guards.

California Operator Aleo Am 
nounces Reception of 
Word From Noonan. 


SANTA PAULA, Cal., July 5.— 
(P)—Walter McMenamy, Los An- 
geles amateur radio operator who 
repeatedly has announced inter- 
ception of radio messages from 
Amelia Earhart, said he heard her 
voice again at 5:40 a. m. P. S. T. 
(8:40 Atlanta time) today, follow- 
ed four minutes later by that of 
her navigator, Captain Frederick 
Noonan. 

“Reception was terrible because 
of static, but 1 could make out 
Miss Earhart saying “KH’—the 
start of her call letters, KHAQQ. 
I have heard her voice over the 
radio before. I am positive it was 
hers,” said McMenamy. 


“At 5:44 I heard a man’s voice, 
Captain Noonan’s I am sure. I 
could make out ‘QQ’ but not much 
else. He talked for a long time, 
apparently explaining at great 
length his location. If sounded as 
if he had his hand over the mi- 
crophone—very blurred. Then the 
radio began to fade.” 

McMenamy took a portable set 
here last night in hopes of ob- 
taining better reception of what 
he believes are trans-Pacific radio 
messages from Miss Earhart’s lost 
airplane. 

Coast guard officials said they 
were “encouraged” by the repeat- 
ed signals, but were at a loss to 
explain how the Earhart plane 
could still have power to trans- 
mit. San Francisco coast guard ra- 
dio men sent word they had re- 
ceived weak carrier waves on 
3,105 kilocycles at times for 
short intervals. That is Miss Ear- 
hart’s frequency.

So you want to be a model! 
You don’t have to be tall, and you 
don’t have to be beautiful. But 
you must have a good figure, per- 
fect posture, a graceful walk and 
the poise of a princess. These are 
the primary qualifications as set 
forth by Marianna Smilie, an au- 
thority on the training of manne- 
quins. 

“Height is not as important as 
most people think,” says Miss 
Smilie. “The perfect model may 
be from five feet five inches tal! 
to five feet eleven. That’s with 
high heels. Even a comparative- 
ly short girl of only five feet three 
inches can step up in high heels 
and become a mannequin—pro- 
vided she has the other qualifica- 
tions.” 


The most important feature in 


the model figure is chest develop- 
ment, which is just as necessary 
to the wearing of a tailored suit 
as to the low-cut evening gown. 
With salt cellar hollows at the 
base of the throat and chest, the 
tailored garment wrinkles. 

Flat-chested models are out of 
date. With underdevelopment, 
the bust is not in normal position. 
The curve of the bust is at its 
loveliest with strong pectoral mus- 
cles and an erect posture. 


“You do not have to work on 
posture and pectorals separately,” 
Miss Smilie points out. “One ex- 
ercise can be made to serve all 
purposes.” As an effective single 
exercise, she suggests a variation 
of the back stroke, used in swim- 
ming, which can be included to 
advantage in your daily dozen.

AT CARNOUSTIE 


American Not Good 
Enough for Ryder Cup, 
Shares Spotlight. 


By SCOTTY RESTON. 

CARNOUSTIE, Scotland,- July 
5.—(#)—Horton Smith, the put- 
ting wizard from Chicago who in« 
sisted he wasn’t good enough to’ 
play on the winning United States 
Ryder cup team last week at 
Southport, was good enough to 
day to break ancient Carnoustie’s 
course record and tie Aubrey 
Boomer, of France, for the lead 
at the end of the first qualifying 
round for the British open golf 
championship. 

_ Bagging four birdies in the first 
six holes in the face of - bitter 
wind, Smith shot a 69, two under 
par, to share the spotlight with 
the immaculate transplanted Brit- 
on whom he beat out for the 
French open title in 1929. 

Both scores were made early in 
the morning, when a_ westerly 
wind was blowing across the 
course off the North sea. Though 
half the starting field of 234 shot 
at them all day over the easier 
nearby Burnside links, which are 
being used only for the two-day 
qualifying play, no one was able 
to bring them down. 

PUTTING TOUCH. 

While Smith was elated over the 
return of his putting touch—he 
required only eight putts on the 
first six greens—neither he nor 
Boomer was any nearer the title 
than the more human fellows, 
such as defending champion Alf 
Padgham, who took 78. 

The championship proper starts 
on Wednesday, when the low 140 
scorers and ties in today’s and to- 
morrow’s qualifying start all over 
again and from scratch. Neverthe- 
less, the day’s 18-hole play did 
justify the prediction that the for- 
eign invasion—specifically that of 
the ll-man United States Ryder 
squad bolstered by the addition of 
Bobby Cruickshank, Joe Kirkwood 
and Charley Lacey—would be 
hard to withstand. 

A stroke -behind Smith and 
Boomer, pro at-a French club but 
a Briton born, were Gene Sarazen, 
veteran Brookfield Center, Conn., 
gentleman farmer who won both 
the British and United States open 
titles in 1932; Pat Mahon, big, able 
Irishman, and Ernest E. Whit- 
combe, heir to one of England’s 
most respected golfing names. 


ONE UNDER PAR. 

These three went out over ad< 
joining Burnside and _ rattled 
around in 70 blows, one under 
par. For a time it looked as if 
Gene would have one of the great~ 
est rounds of his life. He hit the 
turn in 32, three under, but rode 
home on his blaster for a 38, two 
over standard figures.

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DRAGON FLIES. 

Of all insects, the dragon fly is 
most nearly shaped like an air- 
plane. Its body has very much the 
shape of an airplane’s and the 
wings look vezy much like those of 
the machines which carry people 
through the air. Dragon flies, how- 
ever, have two pairs of wings, one 


)eye. The divisions of the com- 


pound eyes can be seen and count | 
ed with the help of a good micro- — 
scope. Some kinds also have sim- 
ple eyes, that is, eyes which are 
not divided. 

The dragon fly can turn or twist 
its head—something which most 
insects cannot do.
